An interesting and instructive lec­ 
ture was given last night to an au­ 
dience of about fifty men and women, 
by Prof. Murray S. Wildman, secre­ 
tary of the N ational Citizens’ League. 
The meeting was called to order by 
L. L. Shaw, who is secretary of the 
local branch of the league. 
He severely criticized the present 
banking system. H e said that the de­ 
mands of business require .a redical 
reform. 
The speaker pointed out that the 
United States is the only nation in 
the world save a few antiquated prin­ 
cipalities, where a centralized bank­ 
ing system does not exist, and period­ 
ic business panics he attributes large­ 
ly to this fact. 
There has never been a banking ex­ 
pert who has criticized the centraliz­ 
ed feature, he 
asserted, 
yet 
this 
country adheres to its antiquated ar­ 
rangem ent of national banks, each be­ 
ing required to invest in unproduc­ 
tive government bonds and 
govern­ 
ment gold, in turn, being stored away 
in vaults, which ties up the cash of 
the country—a 
system 
which 
was 
created by the exigent conditions of 
fifty years ago. 
A central banking agency, he point­ 
ed out, would be able to regulate the 
movement of gold from one country 
to another. Under present conditions, 
when there is a slight money string­ 
ency in Europe, the Bank of England 
jean 
...j rate on gold, and bring 


I gold from the m arkets of the world, 
j Then Germany raises the rate, through 


j its central bank, and the gold seeks 
I a market there. 
“This country is in the helpless po-

; that must supply the demands of the • 


It does not m atter what 
our balance of trade may be, the ab­ 
sence of a centralized banking sys­ 
tem perm its the other countries to 
draw the gold from us, and we 
can 
get it in times of a stringency by pay­ 
ing a high rate of interest.” 
The arrangem ent for the deposit of 
the funds of the Government, Profes­ 
sor Wildman contended, is one of the 
most disturbing factors in the busi­ 
ness of America. The subtreasury de­ 
posit system, whereby the Secretary 
of the Treasury can arbitrarily place 
a part of the reserve funds of th e ' 
Government in some of the banks of 
the country, under given restrictions, 
is very unsatisfactory, and leads to 
complaints of favoritism. 
The speaker urged 
that 
citizens 
take a greater interest in banking and 
currency reform, as It is only in this I 
way ho contended that Congress will 
take the necessary steps to reorganize J 
the system, and thus place business! 
in this country on a more firm basis, 
and prevent the periodic money pan­ 
ics, which are felt in all lines of trade. 
He urged that citizens ask their 
Congressmen for a copy of the last 
report of the m onetary 
commission, 
which 
gives 
valuable 
information, 
and the sending, he asserted, would 
show the interest of the public, and 
might hasten much needed reform. 
Prolessor W ildman 
was 
formerly 
head ol the departm ent of economics 
of Northwestern University, 
and 
is 
the new professor of 
economics 
at 
Stanford University. He has made an 
exhaustive study of the United States! 
banking system, covering many years, 
and is known as an authority on Hie 
subject.
